MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE. 


This magnificent structure attracts the attention of the stranger, and is an object of pride to the 
citizen. Se ocy Granite alone forms the front, having six columns, each forty-five feet high, and weigh- 
ing together 330 tons. The building is fire-proof. The staircases are made of iron and stone; the 
roof of wrought iron, and covered with shect iron. More than a million and half of bricks were used in 
its erection. It has three entrances—on State, Congress, and Linda}l streets—and is located in the 
very heart of trade. The Merchants’ Exchange Reading Room is really magnificent; its dimensions 
are eighty by fifty-eight feet, with eighteen columns, twenty feet in length. They are an excellent 
imitation of Sienna marble, crowned with Corinthian capitals. The brilliant dome is highly finished 
ornamental work, with a beautiful, enamelled sky-light of colored glass.

CITY REGULATIONS. 

To have a vault cleansed, apply at the Health 
Office; the cost at present is $1.50 per load of 
§0 cubic feet, from the 15th of September to 
the 16th of May, and double that sum for the 
remainder of the year. Persons calling at the 
Health Office, to enter vaults, should be pre- 
pared to give the strect or place, the number, 
the occupant, and the person who pays the 
bill. No vault will be entered on the books 
without the written order of the owner, unless 
the person calling agrees to pay the bill. 

No dirt, ashes, filth, or rubbish of any kind 
whatever, will be allowed to be placed in any 
of the ways or streets of the city, unless by 
permission of the Mayor and Aldermen, or 
some person by them authorized. All com- 
plaints of neglect of the scavengers or dirt- 
men may be made at the Health Office, City 
Hall, same office with the City Marshal. 

No owner or driver of any hack, cab, or other 
carriage, shall place it in any public strect, lane, 
or square, to stand there to be employed, with- 
out consent of the Mayor or Aldermen. 

The regular hack-hire within the city is 2dc. 


OBSTRUCTIONS IN THE STREETS. 


No person shall hereafter construct or place 


any portico, porch, window, or step, which | 
shall project into any street, lane, public place, | 


or any way of the said city, under a penalty of 
4 for cach offence, and a like penalty for every 
week that said projection shall be continued. 
No cellar door or door-way shall hereafter 
be made in any sidewalk, or project into any 
street, lane, public place, or way of the said 
city, to be kept open during the day or night 
time; nor shall it be kept open or used asa 
customary entrance or passage-way into any 
cellar, or other part of any building, under a 
penalty of not less than &4 for cach day that 
it shall be used or kept open for such purpose. 
No person, being the owner or occupant of 
any building, or having the care thereof, shall 
permit or suffer any cellar door or door-way 
which is now or shall hereafter be made, and 
which does or shall project into any street, lane, 
public square, or way of the said city, beyond 
such building, to remain open, or the platform 
thereof to be removed, during any part of the 











night time, or for more than five hours during 
the day time, unless duly permitted so to do 
by the Mayor and Aldermen, or by some per- 
son authorized by them, under a penalty of not 
more than $20 for each offence. 


SPECIAL POLICE NOTICE. 

1. Arrangements are made to have the Police 
Office in the City Hall (fronting on Court aq.), 
open at all hours of the pay and snioutT. Off- 
cers paid by the city, are in attendance, to ren- 
der such assistance as the inhabitants may need. 

2. Books are kept in which may be entered a 
description of all goods lost or stolen, and imme- 
diate information of all robberies, larcenies, or 
other crimes which may be committed, is de- 
sired, that the services of the whole Police force 
may be secured in arresting the perpetrators. 

3. All persons losing goods are requested to 
give information at the office; and persons find- 
ing goods are informed that by leaving them, 
or a description of them, efforts will be made 
to obtain a reward for the finder, proportioned 
to the trouble, and the value of the article. 

4. All rewcards offered by the owners of lost or 
stolen goods, that shall be received of the adver- 
tiser, will be paid to any person giving INFOR- 
MATION tchich leads to their discovery. 

5. No day Policeman, who is in the regular 
employ of the-city, is entitled to any witness 
fees, nor to any compensation, gratuity, or re- 
ward, for services rendered, unless by a special 
vote of the Mayor and Aldermen. 

6. All Policemen, when in the employ of the 
city, wear a hadge with the word “Police” in 
silver plated letters thereon. Persons having 
cause of complaint against any officer, are re- 
quested to report the same to the Mayor. 

7. Information in relation to hacks, cabs, 
omnibuses, or their drivers, or trucks, wagons, 
handcarts, &c., may be had at the office. Per- 
sons dealing with them are requested to notice 
theirnumbers. The Superintendents are prea- 
ent every day at 8 A.M., and 2 P.M., when all 
the Police of the city report and leave the office. 

8. An officer has been appointed to obtain 
information concerning begging imposters, and 
in all cases coming to the knowledge of the 
Police, a card will be given to those deserving 
of charity.

The agents of the city, intrusted with the superintendence of the works, to be suffered to enter 
the premises supplied, to examine the pipes and fixtures, and to ascertain whether there is any 
unnecessary waste. No water is allowed to be supplied to other parties not entitled to the use 
of it, by the terms of these regulations unless by special permission. On discovery of any fraud- 
ulent representation of the quantity used, or to be used, or wanton waste, the supply will be 
shut off, at the discretion of the superintendent, or other agent in charge of the works.

Silver Lake is a beautiful sheet of water, seven miles in circumference, and situated within seven 
miles of the town of Plymouth. It is accessible by means of the Plympton Branch Railroad, which 
joins the Old Colony Road at Plympton. The above cut represents the Ice Houses and Ice cutting 
operations on the Lake in Winter. The Ice from this Lake is considered the purest of any brought to 
Boston, as it leaves no sediment whatever when dissolved; and from experiments which have been 
made, it appears that it takes a much longer time to dissolve than any other Icc, when placed 
under the influence of the same atmosphere, thereby effecting a considerable saving to the consumer ; 
for which reason it has attracted the attention of shippers to warm climates, who have been at the 
pains to test the fact by a comparison with Ice from other sources. The difference is supposed to arise 
from Silver Lake being supplied by pure spring water, which is longer freezing, and when frozen be- 
comes more solid, and is longer dissolving, than that which is collected from pounds of fresh water. 
The Company have cut, this season, 12,000 tons, and have extensive storehouses in South Boston, as 
well as at the Lake.

This city presents a tower of strength, in commerce, wealth and population, unsurpassed by anv on 
the Western Continent. The Island was discovered in 1609, by Henry Hupsow, and its native name 
was Manhattan. The first settlement of Europeans was made in 1613, by a company of Dutch, who 
laid the foundation of the city, under the name of New Amsterdam. By its conquest by the English, 
in 1664, it received the name of New York. It was reconquered by the Dutch in 1673, and called New 
Orange ; but the name of New York was restored when surrendered to the English by treaty, in 
1674. The city is divided into 18 wards, andthe principal street is Broapway, extending from the 
Battery to Union Square, forming a noble avenue 80 feet wide and two and a half miles long. Its spa- 
cious side walks, constitute a favorite promenade. New York is noted for her magnificent and costly 
edifices. Her Hotels are an object of peculiar admiration, and her Theatres are Spacious and attract- 
ive. The City Hall was built in 1812, at the expense of more than a million and a half of dollars, and 
many others of more recent structure have been erected, even more costly and magnificent. New York 
also abounds with numerous Parks and SquaReEs, beautifully ornamented with trees, through which 
may be seen spouting the sparkling waters of the Croton. Her Batrery, too, is a most powerful 
attraction forthe stranger. Many attractive and fashionable places of resort surround the city, among 
which may be named Hoboken, Harlem, Bloomingdale, and Greenwood Cemetery, besides having nu- 
merous Bays and Rivers, which afford a wide scope of pleasure to all who enjoy a sail on the water, or 
a ride on the land. Her population in 1845 was 371,102, which the census of 1850 will doubtless swell 
to 450,000. The table below will show the increase in population and valuation, since 1825.

BOSTON DIRECTORY. 


Tas work made its first appearance in 1789—published by John Norman—and contained 1,474 names. 
No regard was observed in its alphabetical arrangement, other than the bare letter commencing the 
name. The letter B has 189 names, beginning with Bowdoin, and ending with Baker. The next Di- 
rectory was published by John West, in 1796 ;—a few copies only of this work can now he found. It 
contained 3,531 names. Of this number a few only are known to be living. 

Mr. West continued the publication of this work at irregular intervals until 1805, when Edward 
Cotton became the proprietor, and like Mr. West, issued it only occasionally, until the year 1820. At 
this time, Charles Stimpson, jr. became proprietor, and continucd his connection with the annual pub- 
lication, until 1846, with the single exception of 1824; no directory was issued that year. During 
the first few years of his publication of the work, Mr. J. H. A. Frost was connected withhim. In 1847, 
Mr. Stimpson disposed of his interest in, and good will of, the Boston Directory, to George Adams 
(the present publisher), and retired from the arduous duties of such a perplexing and difficult work, 
after a quarter of a century in its service. Mr. Stimpson, by long experience, and a judicious system 
carefully carried out, was enabled to produce an annual work, superior in point of accuracy, to any 
other similar work in the Union. 

In 1846 a new Directory made its appearance in an enlarged form, containing not only a General 
Directory, but a Business Directory, arranging the various trades and professions under their appro- 
priate heads, with an Almanac, and other interesting matter calculated to meet the wants and appro- 
bation of the citizens of this thriving and prosperous city, and has been continued each successive 
year, and is now the Boston Directory. Neither labor nor expense will be withheld to make it the 
“pattern” Directory of the age, and keep it fully up with the progressive improvement of the times. 
In a work so intimately connected with the business and interest of the community, much of its ac- 
curacy and usefulness depends upon the cheerful and faithful codperation of the citizens generally; 
every family, every resident, and every professional or business man in the city, should give us or our 
canvassers, full andgcorrect information of their respective company, firm, business, residence, whether 
keeping house or boarding, street, number, &c.&c. With these requirements faithfully performed, we 
cannot do less than to furnish the public with the most satisfactory record published in this or any 
other country ; and the proprietor has the disposition, and is determined, with public favor, to accom- 
plish this object.
